Association in America, health, happiness and prosperity. 
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Tue different retail hardware associations of the 
country are to be congratulated upon the very decisive 
Hardware Victory over catalogue houses which a 
Associations decision handed down by the Washing- 
Win ton postoffice officials carries with it. 

Victory. For some time the mail order houses 
have been making arrangements to distribute their cat- 
alogues through the residents of the towns, in which 
they expect to find customers. A prize is usually of- 
fered to the person who agrees to obtain sufficient re- 
sults for the catalogue house by distributing twenty-five 
or fifty catalogues. This method is, of course, cheaper 
than sending the catalogues through the mails, and it 
is especially cheap in view of the fact that the mail 
order houses themselves are the ultimate judges as to 
whether the distributor deserves a prize or whether 
he has not obtained sufficient results. 

The method of distribution was usually through the 
aid of the rutal mail boxes, which are very often sta- 
tioned quite a distance from the house, thus saving a 
large amount of walking on the part of the carrier. 

Rural carriers and hardware associations, however, 
quickly discovered their ruse and reported the matter to 
the federal officials. The postoffice department im- 
mediately took the matter up and decided that mail 
boxes were intended for mail and only mail, and that 
the use of rural mail boxes for purposes unofficial was 
contrary to the letter and spirit of the law. They 
then sent out the following notice to postmasters in 
rural free delivery districts: 

Sir: Owing to the numerous complairts which are being 
made to the department that advertising circulars and other 
mailable matter, postage on which has not been prepaid, are 
being placed in rural letter boxes intefided for persons who 
reccive mail through such boxes, and in order that there may 
be no misunderstanding regarding the proper dispositon of 
such matter, you are hereby advised that patrons’ boxes 
erected on rural routes are intended exclusively for the re- 


ception of matter regularly in the mails, for delivery or dis- 
patch through the mails, and “mailable” articles which car- 
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riers find deposited in such mail boxes on their,routes are 
properly “in the mails,” and subject to all the rules regulating 
mail matter, including the payment of postage thereon. 

You will promptly and fully instruct the rural: carriers 
attached to vour office that all mailable mater found in rural 
letter boxes without the proper postage affixed or money pro- 
vided sufficient to purchase same should be taken to the initial 
post office to be held for postage. 

Inasmuch, however, as the rural mail boxes are 
owned by individuals and not by the government, the 
question was raised as to whether the postoffice of- 
ficials were right in deciding that extraneous matter 
could not be deposited in these boxes legally. The 
matter was left to the action of the assistant attorney- 
general of the postoffice department, who affirmed the 
order sent out to the rural postmasters in every point. 
The following excerpts are included in his report: 

When a rural letter box is erected there is an implied 
agreement between the person erecting it and the postmaster 
general that it shall be used exclusively for the purpose of 
transmitting and receiving mail matter. Neither the patron 
by whom the box is erected nor any other person is entitled to 
deposit therein articles or matter of any kind except such as 
is intended to be dispatched or delivered by mail. In the very 
nature of things there can be no divided control or authority 
over the box such as would authorize its use for purposes 
other than those of the mails. 

No private individual, company or association has au- 
thority to place advertising circulars, merchandise or other 
articles of any kind within rural letter boxes except for the 
purpose of dispatch of mail, and when so deposited the matter 
must be properly prepaid by stamps affixed. 

This decision was primarily the result of the watch- 
fulness of the officers of the various hardware associa- 
tions throughout the country. These gentlemen re- 
ported the matter to the proper authorities as soon as 
discovered, and not only that but they followed it 
right up and saw that instant action was taken. This 
is another evidence of the great value of the rctail 
hardware association. 








GOVERNMENT Statistics announce the imports im the 
United States during February were the greatest ever 
recorded. The showing made during this month was 
especially surprising, in that February is not only 
the shortest month in the year, because of the small 
number of actual days, but is also curtailed still more 
for business purposes, by the two national holidays, 
Washington’s and Lincoln’s bitthdays. 

It is to be noted in connection with this growth in 
imports that the luxuries tea, tobacco, silks, precious 
stones, etc., have not increased in volume to the great 
extent that has been exhibited by the more staple com- 
modities of life. In fact,.there has been an actual de- 
crease in all of the luxuries except diamonds. A 
great increase is to be noted in the importation of 
metals and food stuffs. 








Harpwake reports from all sections of the country 
indicate that the present season will be extremely 
favorable to manufacturer, jobber and retailer. We 
can learn of not a single line of ware or a single sec- 
tion of the country which can be labeled quiet.

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RANDOM SKETCHES.

Tue days of mine host, the sign of the “White 
Bull” and the small beer, are gone, never to come 
again. Instead of— 

“A handsome hostess, merry host, 

A pot of ale and now a toast, 

Tobacco and a good log fire”— 
instead of these features at festive reunions, the mod- 
ern dictum calls for a dress suit, an immaculate shirt, 
an English waiter and champagne from the plains of 
Picardy. Instead of the merry quips and the hearty 
laugh, we have the polished epigram and the set 
speech. Instead of ingenuousness we have for- 
mality. 

All well and good. I have no kick coming and 
others seem to be satisfied. The times have changed 
and. we have changed with them, Sidney Arnold in- 
cluded. 

A ten-course dinner, an appetizing canape with 
a fat partridge, slippery wine and pregnant speeches 
are fine—I’d be the last to decry them. I like 
prompt service, the goods of life and the wealth of 
the brain. Moreover, I have a pretty firm convic- 
tion that the gatherings of old around “the groaning 
board,” with ale in pewter pots, veal pie and the 
buxom wench may be properly interpreted as having 
been attended by a greasy table, flat beer, tough meat 
and an ugly hag. Age has bedimmed the vulgarity 
and the unattractiveness of these mediaeval occasions, 
leaving only their brighter side, and this greatly ex- 
aggerated. 

I am commencing to feel, however, that the ban- 
quet with all the concomitant ceremonies and con- 
ventions can be overdone at times. I have gone to a 
good many hardware conventions and I'll have to 
confess that the banquets at some of these gatherings 
are more tedious than Deacon Savesoul’s most pro- 
tracted sermon. The spontaneity, the glamor, the 
originality and novelty of these banquets have for 
the most part entirely worn off. 

Several friends have spoken to me in regard to 
this matter. They agree heartily. There is a grow- 
ing demand for a reversal of form and a partial re- 
turn to the unofficial but spontaneous gatherings of 
old. The present banquets are much too cumber- 
some and unwieldy to be handled well by the wisest: 
of managers. There are too many present. The 
service is consequently poor, the delectables cold and 
the guests grouchy. 

The banquet held at Atlanta last year is a good (?) 
example. Here we had an able management, a 
whole-hearted purpose and the most unselfish mo- 
tives, yet the banquet was a most dismal failure, 
through the fault of the hotel. We are glad to say 
that this fiasco met with a most prompt and gracious 
action on the part of the committee. 

The magnificent complimentary banquets held at 
Pittsburg and Cleveland were essentially different, in 
that they were given by local members. The hotel 
managers were prepared. The committees did not 
bite off more than they could comfortably chew. 
The arrangements were most delightfully complete

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and efficient in every way. The hotel managers 
were accommodating and competent. The local com- 
mittees were efficient and unselfish. Moreover, 


the speeches were of an order to make one forget the 
inner man in the satisfaction of the intellectual part 
of his make-up. No private ends were served in the 
drawing up of the clientele of speakers and each was 
selected solely on his merits. 


. But take the banquets of the hardware jobbers held 
at Atlantic City for the last two years, and conducted 
by that wonderful mass of inefficiency and self-suf- 
ficiency, T. James Fernley. Here, everybody will re- 
member, the hotel was inadequate and the arrange- 
ment committee preposterous. The banquet of 1903 
was bad; that of 1904 worse. The guests were not 
only made to pay a hard-earned V for icy soup, tough 
fillet mignon and a dash of chilled coffee, but were 
made to bask in silence under the attempted oratorical 
flights of a bunch of execrable speakers, whose selec- 
tion was guided by favoritism and the fact that his 
majesty, the honorable T. James, was indebted in 
other ways to these same gentlemen. 

And what shall we say of the conduct of this apol- 
ogy for a man subsequent to the banquet. The hotel 
lobby was crowded. Some one ventured to remon- 
strate with Fernley regarding the very poor service. 
Several scores of guests in the corridor were startled 
to hear him exclaim in a loud, angry voice: “Any- 
body who says this banquet was not first-class is a 
damn fool.” “But how about the ladies, M1. Fern- 
ley?” -“They're damn fools, too,’ was the revly of 
this gallant gentleman. 

Let us accept the epithet cheerfully. Let us divide 
the world into halves. Let us place in one half the 
ladies and their escorts who attended this banquet. 
Let us label them Fools. In the other half, we see 
T. James, majestic in his isolation, his breast heaving 
with pride, and above his transcendent figure, en- 
shrined in a halo of glory, the word: Autocrat. 

It may be best, however, to pass over these un- 
pleasantries and to try to avoid their recurrence in 
the future. I don’t believe that a single, sane, able-bod- 
ied member wants a banquet at the hardware conven- 
tions to be held at Hot Springs in June and in Wash- 
ington in November. If such a step were necessary in: 
order to eliminate the customary four hours’ torture, I 
know of about twenty prominent members who 
would gladly have contributed for the maintenance- 
of Mr. Fernley’s family at the Rudolf for the past two. 
summers or at Washington during the coming sea- 
son. 

The arrangements are now being made for the ap- 
proaching hardware conventions. Now is the time 
to voice your opinion. Why not cut out the dread- 
fully cumbersome and unwieldy table d’hote? Why 
not return to the old system of informal hops and 
local entertainment committees? Why not break 
away from a frnetion which is fatiguing to the 
managers and disagreeable to the guests? 

Bs ok ok 

The other day at Minden, La., Mr. Luther Wade, 
representative of The Peters: Cartridge Company, 
Cincinnati, O., went to the traps with the local shoot- 
ers and showed them how to break a few targets. 
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He scored 96 out of 100, which is a fair sample of 
the work Mr. Wade is doing this spring. 
Bot. 


I am indebted to J. H. Vawter of Salem, IIl., for the 
following very interesting and amusing letter: 

“I heard of a very funny occurrence to-day. My fellow 
hardware dealer was approached by a committee soliciting 
money for a country church. . He told them when they were 
to build to come around and he would contribute some hard- 
ware, but they told him they wanted the money and would 
contract the hardware later. So he gave them a very liberal 
donation supposing he would get to sell a nice bill of hard- 
ware. It run along for some time and hearing nothing from 
them he inquired one day of another member of the church 
when they were going to build. He told him the church 
was done. He ventured to ask him where they purchased 
their hardware. He told him they sent to Sears & Roebuck 
for it. The next church begging committee from the country 
will probably not get a large donation from him. This is a 
good illustration of the average farmer’s idea of business.” 

I agree with Mr. Vawter. It is a good illustration 
of the average farmer’s idea of business. But I think 
Mr. Vawter will agree with me in confessing that 
perhaps his fellow hardware dealer exhibited just a 
little too much of the pacific methods, which belong 
rightly to the more saintly of mortals, and too little 
of the business astuteness which buys automobiles. 
Let us all hope and believe that the newly installed 
hardware will prove as unsatisfactory as such hard- 
ware usually does, and that the “fellow hardware 
dealer” wiil demand a written order from the begging 
committee with his next donation.

Some weeks ago I took a chance in these columns 
at the “early to bed and early to rise” crank, who be- 
lieves in ultimate, certain success for the man who 
never takes a glass of beer, who hates cigar smoke, 
who knows all about the Biblical heroes and whose 
mother greets him every evening at the garden gate. 
I said it then, I’ll say it now and forever, that some- 
thing more than good habits, common sense, energy, 
carefulness and economy are necessary to business 
success. These qualities are good, their possession is 
valnable—I won’t deny it for one second—but some- 
thing more is necessary to shove a man very far above 
his fellows. That something more is shrewdness, 
keenness, farsightedness, the ability to judge the fu- 
ture by the past and your own fate by the fate of 
others. 

Take a case. A and B are young men starting out 
in life in the same town. Both are honest, hardy, en- 
terprising, ambitious, economical. They both go 
through the apprenticeship stage and then each starts 
up on his own hook. 

Both of them discounted every bill. They haggled 
over every charge item. They got the lowest possible 
rates and paid the lowest possible salaries. Both 
worked overtime and each did the work of two. Both 
were careful in buying. They used vast intelligence 
in the selection of goods. They kept good hours and 
never got drunk. 

“When you’re in Rome, do as the Romans do.” 
When you’re in business, do as the business men do. 
Treat others as they treat you. Expect as much of 
others as they expect of you. 

These are good axioms and B realized that fact. 
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He noticed that at the end of the “thirty days net” 
he usually got a peremptory note if he hadn’t paid up. 
He noticed that his creditors didn’t take any chances 
and he decided not to take any himself. Every cred- 
itor he formed had to make good in Dun and Brad- 
street. Not only that, but B made personal inquiries 
and kept himself posted constantly as to the public 
and private life of his creditors. He insisted upon 
“pay up or sell out” when the notes or accounts fell 
due. 

A was of a different mold. He pushed the sale of 
his output. He encouraged outstanding accounts. He 
had a large working capital and thought a free, easy 
policy with a large number of sales was better than 
stringent supervision with a small number. 

Suddenly a panic struck the business world. Banks 
failed. Mills shut up. Money got tight and one of 
A’s biggest creditors went to the wall. A was forced 
to take up the insolvent’s notes. A’s creditors heard 
of it. They were in a bad way themselves. They 
jumped over each other in demanding payment for 
A’s overdue accounts and A was forced into bank- 
ruptcy.

ent cut, but if the proper arc is struck, as indicated 
at (a) by cuts on spaces, and the miter line B is varied 
in accordance, there is no reason why it will not pro- 
duce desired effect. 

Fig. 2 is a development of one pipe passing through 
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a larger. All that is required is to draw profile x, 


which is a 4-inch pipe with a 2-inch pipe passing 
through on an incline. 
Profile (y) is looking down on pipes, and it is neces- 
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sary to get diameter of hole at right angles to larger 
pipe; (z) is blank of larger pipe, which is divided into 
four equal parts; see 1, 2, 3, 4. At line F* and E* we 
place centers of holes to be cut. The distances from 
F* and E* to B* and D®* equal the distance from F to 
B and DE (profile x). The distance from BA and 
DE (profile x) equals distances from B* to A® and 
D* to C* (profiles), or the lengths of holes to be cut. 
Profile (y) is the circumference of larger pipe and 
smaller pipe intervening by drawing line from A? to 
B?, bisecting this from D? to C*; the line then D* and 
C? added to diameter of smaller pipe gives the width 
of hole. This, depending upon incline of smaller pipe, 
will vary from a perfect circle to an oval. 

Fig. 3 is the pipe cutting a cone and the same rule 
is applied, only we must find the width of holes, which 
varies according to diameters of cone at place of cut- 
ting ; see G and H in profile 1. The diameters of cone 
are shown in profiles 2 and 3. With x asa radius carry 
lines G and H to stretchout, which is divided into four 
equal sections at points of intersections of lines G and 











H, and I-J are center of holes to be cut. Proceed as 
in first instance. 

Fig. 4 is the method used in striking an ellipsis. 
Take the two radii and by laying rule on the diameters, 
as struck on blank, with proper figures cutting lines, 
make marks or points around. After tracing through 
these you have the oval perfect and can do it all with 
the rule. A. B. C.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The situation in Western pig iron markets is about 
the same as last week—a very heavy demand taxing 
the capacity of the mills to supply, no sensational 
stampedes and no fluctuations in prices. In the East 
the demand is a little quieter than last week, and fur- 
maces are in a better position to make prompt ship- 
ments. The output of all furnaces has been unprec- 
edented for the last four months, and there are signs 
here and there that the depleted stocks of six or ten 
weeks ago are being rapidly filled. The requirements 
of the International Harvester Co., for the second half 
of the present year, have already been filled. Con- 
tracts let by this company during the past week in- 
volve over 50,000 tons of pig iron. More than half 
of this tonnage stayed North and the balance went to 
Southern furnaces. It is said that prices were shaded 
quite generally on this order. 

In view of the softness developed in Eastern iron 
circles and the fact that the iron and steel market has 
progressed steadily in strength and demnad for about 
six months, and in view of the record-breaking ship- 
ments which have been made dutifig.that period and 
the very heavy production of all mills and furnaces, 
we are inclined to agree with reports, which declare 
that the iron and steel market as a whole has reached 
the acme of its present course and is now inclined 
toward weakness rather than greater strength. Our 
purpose is far from implying that there will be any 
appreciable slump either in demand or prices during 
the next six or ten months, but we do feel that the 
prices will not be advanced and that unless production 
is curtailed to some extent, it will exceed the con- 
sumption. 

Billets and’ bars have not changed from the aspect 
which they assumed a month ago and have continued 
ever since. Axle billets are selling particularly well 
and 3,000 tons were purchased last week for immedi- 
ate shipment by a local forging company. Specifica- 
tions for steel shapes continue to the full capacity of 
the mills. The Chicago price for bar iron is 1.60c, 
though this price is very weak. 

Plates and structural steel are in greater demand 
than the full running capacity of the mills can possibly 
fill. Some of the subsidiary companies of the steel 
corporation have withdrawn from the market, deflect- 
ing a constantly increasing tonnage toward the inde- 
pendent mills and jobbers. 

Merchant steel and merchant pipe present a very 
flattering outlook with orders coming in as rapidly as 
manufacturers could hope for. Mills are taking very 
little new business owing to the crowded condition of 
their order books. 





PIG IRON. 
Matthew Addy & Co. will say in their weekly re- 
port: 
The most important news of the week is the an- 
nouncement of the March statistics, showing a reduc- 
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tion in the merchant furnace stocks last month of more 
than 31,000 tons. This reduction in the face of a 
largely increased production is significant. It shows 
that the consumption of pig iron is at flood tide. It 
also shows that iron is being shipped out from the 
furnaces at a faster rate than it is being made. When 
a careful analysis is made of production it is seen 
that the increase is not in foundry iron, but in iron 
intended for use in steel manufacture—Basic and 
Bessemer. There has been no increase whatever, or 
at least none worth mentioning, in the output of foun- 
dry irons. Taking the matter as a whole, the amount 
of iron on hand at the furnaces is less than a week’s 
supply. In fact this available stock is a mere baga- 
telle, and indicates that the consuming interests of 
the country are dependent on shipments from day to 
day to keep running. Were anything to happen to 
shut down even a small number of furnaces there 
would at once be a shortage which would compel con- 
sumers in various parts of the country to either shut 
down or largely curtail their operations. These 
March statistics have been awaited eagerly by both 
producers and consumers, and they cannot fail to very 
materially strengtheri the market, béing so decidedly 
on the right side of the ledger. 

In regard to actual business during the week, it is 
difficult to say a great deal because there are no new 
features. Trade has been just as it has been for the 
past month or six weeks. That is, there is a steady 
and continuous buying of all kinds of iron, This pur- 
chasing has no particularly noticeable features. The 
largest orders of the week have been iron for the mak- 
ing of pipe. Numerically speaking, most of the orders 
that. have-been placed have been for lots of 500 tons 
and. less. 

In regard to delivery, more spot iron has been 
bought than anything else. By spot iron we mean 
iron for shipment over the next thirty to sixty days, 
although there have been purchases for all kinds of 
deliveries through the balance of the year. 

There are good inquiries in the market, and there is 
no reason to expect anything but that the present high- 
ly satisfactory state of affairs will continue. 





SHEETS AND TIN PLATES. 

The demand for galvanized sheets and tin plate con- 
tinues at a very good rate, and the large number of 
telegraphic orders showing the extreme necessity on 
the part of the buyer is quite noticeable. 

New prices on galvanized elbows went into effect 
this week, a detailed iist of which was published in 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of April 8th. There is con- 
sider able complaint on the part of buyers as to the 
slowness of shipments of pipe and gutter. Conditions 
are improving somewhat at present. 

It is intimated that there will be an advance on tin 
plate which may occur in the near future. Tin plate 
can now be bought for delivery during July, August 
and September at the present prices. 
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The sheet situation remains about the same. 

As previously predicted, prices on solder are con- 
tinuing to advance, but some jobbers having large 
stocks on hand are willing to let in a few of their 
favored customers at the old figures.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Manufacturers and jobbers of hardware in all sec- 
tions of the country report unusual activity in the de- 
mand for almost all lines. Ever and anon, however, 


we hear that manufacturers of shelf wares and tools 
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are complaining that orders for these goods are not 
up to expectation. Still, indications point to a very 
successful year’s trade in these lines also, and jobbers 
predict that a decided improvement will be noted even 
before the end of the present month. 


We believe that this heavy demand is caused in part 
by the fact that retailers realize that manufacturers 
are looking forward to a consistent and concerted ad- 
vance in prices, though there is absolutely no question 
but what there actually exists an unusual demand for 
hardware on the part of consumers. This demand is 
reflected by retailers, and, combined with orders which 
result from the anticipation of an advance in prices, 
is bringing about the very heavy orders with which 
jobbers are being flooded. 


The settlement of the controversy between car- 
penters and contractors in Chicago is leading to more 
settled conditions in the building trades, and a large 
number of orders have been received by dealers for 
goods in this line. 


The window glass market is extremely strong, 
though the demand is only moderately active. In- 
dependent manufacturers claim that their supply is so 
well sold up that they will not have any stock with 
which to fill orders which may be received between 
now and July. These firms declare that they expect 
to go out of blast about the first of May. Moreover, 
there are rumors of unrest among the employes, and 
it is said that the snappers are ready to strike at a 
moment’s notice. 


The three. successive advances in spirits of turpen- 
tine coming on April 7th, roth and 11th were so sharp 
that to those who were fortunate enough to have good- 
sized stocks of this product the situation appeared 
essentially humorous. The sum total advance repre- 
sented a difference of $3.00 per barrel. However, all 
things considered, the price of spirits is not out of 
due proportion.. The stock in Savannah on April Ist, 
the opening day of the new season, was only a little 
over 5,000 barrels, and the price now is only 2 cents 
over what it was a year ago when the stock was more 
than 6,000 barrels. The syndicate is in full contro’ 
of the market, owns all the spirits in stock and is en- 
titled to all receipts.up to June 1st. It has been stor- 
ing turpentine at a loss for a long while, and now 
that the consumption is heavy it is beginning to exer- 
cise its rights of control by raising prices.
